MADISON — Dunbar School 
will be deeded to the cities of 
‘Madison and Venice in the hope 
that Concerned Citizens can 
secure funds to renovate the 

ilding and create ‘apartments 
for_senior citizens.

‘Another unused building, Madi- 
son Junior High School, will be 
damolished, the Board of Educa- 
tion decided Thursday night. 

The Concerned Citizens, a 
group of former Dunbar stu- 

ients, will be given six months 
to find financial backing to 
remodel the building If they are 
unsuccessful, the building will 
revert to the Madison Board of 
Education. 

Both Madison Mayor John 
Bellcoff. and Venice Mayor 
Tyrone Echols told the board 
members they do not want the 
property and have agreed to this 
arrangement to allow the citizen 
group to try to create housing. 

During its March 5 meeting,

the’ board voted to auction the 
Dunbar. property. However, the 
Concerned Citizens’ requested a 
hearing to-air their thoughts con- 
cerning potential use of the 
long-emply school. After three 
forum meetings, the board 
agreed unanimously Thursday 
night to the six-month plan. 

Henry Baucum, an indepen: 
, Spoke at the pre— 
vious board meeting and told the 
members he wanted to purchase 
Dunbar and convert it into 
senior citizen housing. , 

Earlier, board members had 
agreed to auction Dunbar School 
for not less than $10,000. 

School board member Don 
Garrett, a_brother-in-law of 
Baucum, told the board Thurs- 
day night he does not disagree 
with the decision, but thinks a 
private investor would be able to 
complete the project with pri- 
vate financing, while a group 
may be unable to get federal 
funding. 

Garrett said, ‘‘When I made 
the motion to auction the buildl- 
ing, I felt it was the best motion 
I ever made while serving this 


board. After this motion, we 
were aware there were people 
out there who wanted to make a 
bid and the man had his own 
funds. I really thought we had 
finally solved our problem of dis- 
posing of Dunbar.” 

Billie Bosworth, another mem- 
ber of oe board, said ot went 
to's ‘or _m and the oth- 
er aan bers can Say owtia 
they want to, but I did not have 
information a private investor 
was looking al this property, 
before the motion was made to 
auction.

Green lawn-costs city green 


GRANITE CITY — The front 
lawn of the Street Department 
headquarters at 2301 Adams St 
has a beautiful, lush lawn, a 
result of it being sodded by city 
workers Friday 

A resident complained to the 
newspaper that taxpayers’ mon- 
ey was used to sod the lawn 
instead of less expensive seed 
being used. . 

“Tm really glad I done it,” 
Superintendent of Streets Mac 
Warfield said. “Anything you do 
to. get. things ‘to look better, 
someone’s going to complain 
about it."” 

Warfield said that about 200 
sqaure yards of sod was used for 


the project: 

‘It’s not.that expensive. We. 
got the sod for $1 a yard,” he 
said By the time you put the 
grass seed in and get it to grow, 
you get more weeds than any- 
thing. 

“There's been nothing in this 
yard since I been here."" 

A garden shop and a nursery 
were contacted and personnel at 
both indicated that grass seed, 
of the bluegrass variety, could. 
be purchased for about $2.95 per 
pound. About four to six pounds 
would be needed to properly 
seed the lawn. 

Fertilizer and straw wauld~ 
probably be needed to complete 


the seeding job, bringing the 
total to approximately $40. 

‘We contacted the (Granite 
City) park district's ' grounds 
keeper for his help and he sug- 
gested sod, saying that it was 
not too €xpensive,"’ Warfield 
said. 

Street Department workers 
were used to pick up and lay the 
sod. 

‘Look around the city. The

ANALYSIS 


Issues in the 4th Ward race 
between Tom Hewlett and Dan 
Partney have characteristics 
that significantly differ from oth- 
er ward races. 

Hewlett was appointed alder- 
man by Mayor Von Dee Cruse 
and—Cruse backs him. Some 
think the mayor’s support makes 
this camp: ign less a Partney- 
Hewlett battle than it is a pre- 
mayoral bout between Cruse and 
Partney. 

Prior to the last mayoral elec- 
tion, Partney and Cruse com- 
bined forces to defeat incumbent

Mayor Paul Schuter— and 
strong-bid from-late comer Mac 
Warfield, the street superinten- 
dent. But after the election the 
forces split, leaving some to 
speculate that Partney would try 
for a third time to become may- 
or. 

Because a Hewlett supporter 
sent material to the newspaper 
that—-indicates-—Partney was 
involved in criminal behavior, 
Partney began to express con- 
cern about how clean a cam- 
paign Hewlett will conduct in the 
closing hours before the election. 
The material sent to the newspa- 
per dealt with a false allegation 
made by Thomas R. Brimberry 
that he gave Partney $75,000 in 
campaign contributions - 

Also at-issue is-the tone of the 
campaign. Hewlett literature 
infers that Partney is paying for 
support. Partney said Hewlett’s 
campaign material, including 
endosements from Santa Claus 
and the Easter Bunny, is an 
insult to the intelligence of 4th 
Ward voters and an attempt to 
avoid issues in the race. 

In’ the following article> Part~ 
ney and Hewlett address issues 
in the 4th Ward aldermanic 
race: 


PARTNEY VS. CRUSE? 


Q@. Is Dan Partney running 
against Cruse? 
A. PARTNEY: ‘‘No. Dan Part- 
ney is running for alderman in 
the 4th Ward. “i 

“Dan —-Partney —is —running 
against Tom Hewlett. 1 think 
Tom Hewlett has tried to make 
(it seem) Dan Partney is run- 
ning against Von Dee Cruse.” 

Partney then quoted from 
Hewlett’s campaign literature:

Hewlett’s backing is from all 
over the community where 
they're sending in literature into 
the campaign.

A. HEWLETT: ‘‘Just a lot of, 
folks who'd like Hewlett be their 
alderman have supported me...
